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QUANTITATIVE LEVELS OF PROGRAM ACCEPTABILITY BY 
CAREER LADDER PLACEMENT 



Overview 



Career ladder program assessment for 1988, which is being conducted by "The Arizona Career 
Ladder Research and Evaluation Project," is in its third year of data collection, analysis, and reporting. All 
15 pilot-test districts have demonstrated exemplary cooperation and assistance in meeting research 
requirements, as well as initiating jqppropriate program changes as warranted by evaluation results. This 
ongoing cooperation and active involvement are especially noteworthy, given the inherent difficulty and risk 
in the implementation of evaluation research in similar social settings. To a high degree, proj. 
requirements are being realized The study is clearly determining if teachers' professional careers and 
instructional performance activities are enhanced by the system, and what effects these developments have 
on accountability for student learning. 

Out of the 15 districts involved, ihere are seven Thase T organizations with three years of research 
data, diree "Phase n," with two years of results and five Thase III" districts with one assessment.

One particularly valuable source of data has been the survey of perceptions of those persons most 
direcdy affected by the career ladder intervention program. This ongoing information-gathering pixx:edure 
has consisted of feedback from all district personnel regarding an array of concepts related to program 
acceptability and effectiveness. Teachers (as well as administrators) have provided extensive information 
about their observations and feelings by responding to both "forced-choice" and "open-ended" questions 
pertaining to specific program components through a questionnaire which has been administered yearly. 
These results allow the researchers to analyze, interpret and report quantitative and qualitative data. 

The Pi^rrpniion Aw^ment SraU. In 1986, the "Perception Assessment Scale" was 
developed and implemented by resea^rh faculty from the three state universities (Packard, Bierlein,

Alcamoni, and Helmstadter). Its purpose has been to secure baseline and trend data related to testing ♦he 
assumptions about program influence on teacher and student development Specific content includes a 
deniogrq)hic section and six major components for program assessment The components have been "factor 
analyzed" and found to be highly valid constructs. 

Program Components and Demogranhir^. This particular document presents average 
scores of responses regarding levels of program acceptability as broken down by program components, 
districts, developmental phases and other demographic conditions. Sub-scale components include the 
foUowing variables or concepts: (1) General, (2) Staff Development, (3) Teacher Evaluation, (4) Peer 
Evaluation, (5) Career Ladder Placement, and (6) Organizational Climate. Demogn5)hic variables included 
are the foUowing: (1) Phase, (2) District, (3) Gender, (4) Career Ladder Participation, (5) Position Held, (6) 
Etfmicity, (7) Teaching Experience, (8) Degree Earned, and (9) Level Taught 

Rwpgnst ScttcSp To determine an average measure of subjects' responses, mean scores were 
calculated and shown in the tables for die six components and nine demographics of study concern. For 
each particular question contained widiin each of the six components (see Exhibit A for an example of the 
"Perception Assessment Scale"), respondents were asked to rate each concept statement as, A « Strongly 
Agree, B - Moderately Agree, C - Moderately Disagree, and D « Strongly Disagree. The researchers 
assigned corresponding numeric quantities to these response choices of 4,3,2,1, respectively. Therefore, any 
average score shown in the tables which is above 2.5 reflects a general tendency of opinion toward the 
"Agree" side and, conversely, any score below 2.5 re.lects a general tendency of opinion toward 
"Disagreement"
